Bank of England Cuts
Bill to Government

LO'\IDON July 26.—The re-
muneration of the Bank of
England for its services to the
Government, which under an
agreement entered upon in 1802
amounted before the war to
about $1,000,000 yearly, in-
creased to 27,500,000 for the
fiscal year 1616-17, according
to the report of the Special Com-
mittee on National Expenditure.
As the committee does not be-
lieve such a remuneration justi-
fied, the bank has agreed to enter
into a revised agreement for the
period of the war which would
secure a reduction of $375,000
for the year 1917-18 and a larger
reduction for the current year,
unless new conditions arise.

thess men had exemptions from those
same perile because thelr services were
considered of vital import to the country
In the manufacture of supplies for the
army abroad.

Following a conferenca held In Leeds
vesterday, where a resolution was car-
ried recommending that the unions take
their membera out of ths shops unless
the embargo is withdrawn before Tues-
day next, several conferencas have been
arranged in the munition districts, nota-
bly In Woolwich, whers ths shop stew-
ards in the arsenal have called a meel-
ing to act on reports from Coventry and
Leeds.

The slogan of the resldenta of Wool-
wich during the week has been "“Strike

The newspapers also are warning the
strikers,. The Kvening BHiondard re=
minds them that many skilled men are
obtalnable to fIl their places If the
strikers pérsist in the attitude of de-
fiance which will result In the with-
drawal of the strikers' exemptions from
milltary service.

Winston Churchill, Minlster of Munl-
tions, declares he is assured that the
great majority of munition workers will
support loyally the Government's policy,
which has aa Its only object the provi-
alon of an adsquate supply of munitions.
